DANVILLE JAIL GUARDED 


To Prevent a Mob From Lynching Three 
Negroes Confined Therein. 


DANVILLE, Va., November 7.—There was 
some excitement here today, caused by a 
rumor that a pariy from South Boston would 
come in Danville tonight and lynch the negroes 
confined in Danville jail, charged with having 
been members of the gang who fired from 
ambush at Hon. R. R. Noblin and other white 
men, near South Boston Tuesday night. ‘The 
mayor ordered out the military, and the jail is 
well guarded. The prisoners will be protected 
at all hazards, and Danville will not allow 
them to fall into the hands of a mob so long as 
confined in her jail. Thethree men have con- 
fessed that they were with the mob of negroes 
in Halifax and heard them make their plans 
to waylay the white men, but deny that they 
took part in the shooting. The ringleader 
has not yet been arrested. 


THE TRANSFORMATION SCENE. 


How Dakota Emerged From the Wildernoss 
and Became a State. 


Cuicaco, November 7.—A dispatch from 
Bismarck, North Dakota, says Monday was 
the last dayof the territorial government of 
Dakoja At 3 o’clock sharp the territorial 
governor, secretary, auditor and attorney- 
general stepped down and out, and in turn the 
bonanza farmer, John Miller and his staff of 
Ofiicers took their places. The change was 
made with little or no pomp and circumstance, 
and what may be known in history as an im 
portant event was tothe very few witnesses 
present a commonplace affair. The territorial 
government of the most populous territory in 
the United Stdies passed out of existence with 
a simple word from Governor Mellette and a 
wave of his hand. The first state government 
was started with almost as littleformality. At 
the same time the big wheat farmer became 
governor of North Dakota, Guy Corliss, of 
Grand Forks, only 31 years of age, became 
by the courtesy of his elder colleague, first 
chief justice of the supreme court of North 
Dakota. 

The first act of the new governor was the 
prompt promulgation of a proclamation con- 
vening the legislature on Tuesday, November 
19. The particular business of this session is 
the election of two United States senators, but 
it is the governor’s opinion that it should not 
adjourn until all business of the first session is 
accomplished. One of these sénators will 
probably be ex-Governor Pierce, although 
friends of Ordway] claim that he will give 
Pierce a close race. 

The other will be one of kalf a dozen men 
in Red River valley, who have been men- 
tioned, but has not rounded up his following. 
The new state of North Dakota begins busi- 
ness with a bonded indebtedness of $500,000 
and a floating indebtedness of about $60,000. 
With the strictest economy there will be a 
further deficiency during the first year of at 
least $50,000. If there is the usual prodigality 
on part of the legislature there will be an ad- 
ditional deficiency of $100,000. The farmer 
governor, however, is determined that the 
maximum deficit shall not exceed the mini- 
mum sum mentioned.

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'HEAVY LOSS BY FIRE 


BUSINESS BLOCKS BURNED IN 
PETERSBURG, VA. 


WALLS FALL UPON A POLICE OFFICER 


And Crush the Life Ont of Him—The Finest 
Block in Petersburg in Ashes—The 
fLosses and Insurance. 


PretTerspvurG, Va., November 7.—This city 
sustained the heaviest loss by fire today it has 
experienced since the war. Flames were dis- 
covered by policemen about 3 o’clock this 
morning, in rear of the store of A. Rosenstock 
& Co., or George H, Davis & Co. Owing to 
the density of the smoke, the officer could not 
tellin which it originated. Soon flames burst 
out of Rosenstock’s front door and spread 
themselves with frightful rapidity. An alarm 
was sounded and the whole fire department 
responded, but being unable to make much 
headway, belp was asked from Richmond, 
That city sent two_engines, but the fire was 
practically under control before their arrival, 
the train having been delayed en route 

The buildings in weich the fire startedawere 
located in what is known as the “Iron Front’ 
block on Sycamore street, near Tabb. The 
block eonsisted of five stores, each five-stories 
high, and was the handsomest jin the city. 
The block was soon a mass of flames which 
communicated to buildings on each side and 
and swept across the street, consuming sixteen 
places of business before they werejstopped.¢

AN OFFICER KILLED. 

An unfortunate occurrence was the killing 
of Lieutenant George Crichton, of the police 
force. Crichton went into the store of Eppes 
Hargrave while it was on fire, with Joseph 
W. Hargrave, to get a small amount of money 
that the latter had in the money drawer. He 
was caught by some heavy timbers and the 
partition wall of A. W. Price’s store and was 
instantly killed. His body was terribly burned, 
Captain Eanes,gchief of police, helped to get 
Hargrave out of a window. He also endeav- 
ored to get Crichton’s body out before it was 
burned, but he was driven back by the fierce 
heat. Hargrave escaped with a slight, cut on 
the hand. Crichton leaves a widow and six 
children. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but it is 
supposed to have been caused by a defective 
flue. 

He Paid For His Talk. 

PerersspurG, Va., November 7. — John 
Brewer, a colored caterer, was arrested today 
for using incendiary language on the public 
street. The expression which he was charged 
with using was addressed to an assemblage of 
negroes, and was that Lieutenant Crichton, 
who was killed at the fire this morning, ought 
to have been dead and in heil yearsago. The 
mayor fined him $100, and required a peace 
bond of $500. Onan appeal he was required 
to give both an appeal and a peace bond in the 
sum of $100 each. 


SHOOTING A COLORED POLICEMAN. 


A Drunken White Man Causes Trouble in 
North Carolina. 

Ravzicn, N. C., November 7.— [Special.}— 
A colored policeman in Green county, in at- 
tempting to arrest Abram Stocks, a white man 
of desperate character, who has been in scores 
of difficulties before, was shotin the eye with 
a pistol. The negro had tried to arrest 
Stocks, who was drank, earlier in 
the same night, but broke away, saying he 
would let no negro arrest him. Stocks went 
home several miles in the country, secured his 
pistol, returned to town and when the colored 
policeman again attempted to arrest him, shot 
the policeman in the eye.

IN THE REICHSTAG. 


Foreign Estimates Discussed—More Money 
Needed for Weismann’s Expedition. 


BERuIN, November 7.— The budget commit- 
tee of the reichstag today discussed foreign 
estimates. 

Count Von Berchem, under secretary of for- 
eign oflice, replying to Herr Woerman, said 
that the vomplaints against the British Niger 
company, were justified. England’s reply to 
Germany’s communication on the subject had 
not yet been received.

The amount asked for is 
under two million marks. The committee also 
debated the proposition to establish a new 
German consulate at Basle, Switzerland. 

Count Von Berchom denied that any bitter 
ness existed between Germany and that coun- 
try. He said that an entente between two na- 
tions regarding a renewal of the settlement 
treaty was improbable. 

Herr Woermann suggested that direct cable 
communication be established with the Cam- 
eroons country and Dr. Von Stephan, chief of 
imperial posts and telegraphs, spoke in favor 
of such a project. 

Arguing for the Government. 

Lonpon, November g.—U pon the opening of 
the session of the Parnell commission today, 
Sir Henry James resumed his speech in behalf 
of the Times. He read extracts from speeches 
made by Parnell and Davitt and others in 
which the speakers had advocated boycotting. 
Sir Henry contended that the persons who had 
made these speeches were responsible for the 
crimes in Ireland following their delivery. Sir 
Charles Russell, formerly of counsel for Par- 
nell, was present in the courtroom today for 
the first time since the withdrawal of the Par- 
nellite counsel.

/ THE MILKMAN’S STORY 


4 SWIFT WITNESS IN THE CRONIN 
_MURDER TRIAL. 


THE LAWYERS GET HIM CONFUSED 


And He Tells Two Stories About What He 
Saw at the Carlson Cottage on That 
Terrivie Night. 


Curcaco, November 7.—The first witness 
called to the stand this morning in the Cronin 
trial was Coroner Hertz, who held the inquest 
on the body of Dr. Cronin in June last. He 
testified to having held such an inquest and 
identified the trunk which is in evidence. 

William Murles, a mill man, was called to 
the stand. Heis a short man, with a white 

‘muffler knotted around his neck, and he wears 
a sallow-colored beard to match his com- 
plexion. 

“Do you remember May 4th, last.” 

‘Yes, I do. I was on the east side of Ash- 
land avenue, near the Carlson cottage, about 
8:30 o’clock. I saw two men drive up to the 
cottage ina buggy When I came about fifty 
or seventy-five feet from the cottage, the buggy 
was just in front of the cottage, and it stopped. 
One of the fellows got out of the buggy and 
went up to the front gate and went through it 
and up the front steps. It looked to me as 
tliough he had some key, or something like 
that, in bis hand and that he opened the 
door himself. As soon as that fel 
low stepped in the other fellow that was sitting 
in the buggy turned the horse around at 
once and got away just as quick as he could do 
it. I did not take any notice of the fellow that 
went into the house, to see whether he had a 
hat on or a cap, but I noticed he had ona dark 
brown overcoat. But he had cuffs, and it 
looked as though he had a dark brown coat. 
As soon as that follow that wasin the buggy 
turned his horse to go away, I could see his 
face better. Thero was gaslight there on the 
corner and it was light

**How near were you to him at the tyke?” 

“Oh, just from thestreet te the sidewalk, as 
I was very near the Carlson cottage. When 
they stopped I was about seventy-five feet 
away. I went on walking towards them. I 
went south toa grocery store on the corner of 
Ashland avenue. I was there about half an 
hour. When I came back again. and when I 
came about half a block near the cettage,then 
I heard somebody nailing in the cottage as if 
they were nailing boards together. I heard 
them when I was half a block away.” 

“Did you ever see these parties since you 
saw them driving up there?” 

‘*Ves,’’ 

“Do you see them now ?”’ 

‘*Yos, sir, that one (indicating Kunze) was 
one that was driving the wagon, and that big 
one there, (indicating Coughlin) that looks 
like the fellow that was going into the houge.”’ 

THE WITNESS RATTLED. 

On cross-examination witness was soon con- 
fused by the questions which were rapidly 
fired at him, To suggestions of counsel for 
defense, he assented with equal readiness that 
the weather was clear, and that it was cloudy, 
and looked like rain, but he was positive it did 
not rain, and he stuck to his‘ story of the two 
men in the buggy, and explained how he de- 
termined the date upon which he saw them 
and beard sounds of driving nails in Carlson’s 
cottage. 

Further cross examination elicited the fact 
that the witness did not see the face of the man 
who got outof the buggy and entered the 
Carlson cottage, and that his subsequent iden- 
tification of Coughlinin the county jail was 
by a view of his back, which resembled that 
of the man who went into the cottage. 

Assistant Superintendent Frank Murray, of 
Pinkerton agency, was called, and said that 
on the afternoon of the day after Cronin dis- 
appeared Conklin, with whom Dr. Cronin 
lived, employed the agency in the case. Wit- 
ness went to O’Sullivan’s houseand had a 
talk with him. O’Sullivan denied that he 
had sent any one with his card to Cronin the 
night before, and related the story of his en- 
gaging Cronin to attend his men, substantially 
as it has been told heretofore. 

After this witness had been cross-examined 
recess was taken.

Colonel Hart made a very strong appeal to 
his honor for a continuance, on the ground 
that they could not possibly go to trial with- 
out the testimony of Gardner, who was an eye- 
witness to the killing, and who was alsothe 
bearer of a message from deceased to defendant 
that deceased had a pistol and intended to kill 
the defendant before 12 o’clock. After hear- 
ing from counsel on both sides the court raled 
shat he would grant a continuance until next 
term of court. 

A witness was in court this 
morning with a large handstick which is used 
in handling saw logs at the mill with which 
he says he saw Busbee strike Campbell. 
Campbell lived for several days after he was 
struck and then died. In the meanwhile Bus- 
bee fled to parts unknown. A few months ago 
the sheriff learned that he was in Mississippi. 
The sheriff at once took steps to have him ar 
rested and brought back to Georgia, which 
was accomplished last June. He has been in 
jail since that time. At the regular term of 
the superior court about two weeks ago the 
grand jury found a bill charging bim with 
murder.

definitness, unless execution or non-execution 
power was made expressly to depend upon the will 
of the guarantee of power. It is plain that the dis- 
cretion which is vested in these trustees, cannot be 
controlled aud caunot be exercised by any otber 
person or court, and thus no duty has been imposed 
upon them, tue perfo:mance of which cam be up- 
held by a court of equity, and thisis a test of the 
validity of such power in the trust, The 
radical vice of the entire provision seems 
to have risen from the testator’s unwillingnesd 
to confer any enforceable rights upon any qual 
person or body.

there, so he went off about four hundred yards 

to the cotton pen of J. J. Blakely, where he 
until morning. 

Early Monday morning he went to the cabin 
of a negro named Templeton, who lives in the 
yittle village of Taylorsville. He asked for 
breakfast, offering to pay for it. Here his 
actians were tegarded as decidedly peculiar. 
He laid the Winchester rifle,he carried,on the 
bed while he kept himself in such a position 
that he could watch the door and reach the 
rifle at any time. When he went to wash bis 
face, the negro woman noticed a belt full of 
cartridges and two big revolvers which 
ho wore. In washing he held his 
arms 80 as to form a 
circle, giving the impression that he wore a 
breast plate or armor beneath his clothing. 
This impression was heightened by a notice- 
able erectness when he sat down. 

When Burrow, if it were Burrow, went Rp 
the dining room he took his rifle with him; 
and while he was at breakfast he held it iu his 
lep. His eyes. were fastened on the door all 
thetime. When he had finished nis meal, he 
polled from his vest pocket a big roll of green- 
backs, but could only find a quarter in change. 

“T would give you a half dollar, auntie,’’ he 
gaid, ‘but I haven’t the change.”’ 

Burrow then started to go around the little 
town of Taylorsville. He had not gone far be- 
fore he met a negro schoolteacher named 

‘Winston. He began asking Winston ques- 
tions about the lay of the land, asking particu-~ 
larly how he could reach Cartersville by going 
through the woods. Heexplained this ques- 
tion by saying that he wanted to hunt by the 
way. 

The negro noticed his rifle and asked to be 
allowed to see it. 

“He handed it to me,’’ says Wiuston in talk- 
ing about the interview, “and then placed 

_ both hands on his hips, all the time eyeing me 
with a wild, vicious look. As soon as I noticed 
that look it scared me, and I handed back the 
gun as quick as I knew how.”’ 

The white man started east from here, going 
parallel with the East and West railroad, but 
about 300 yards from the track. 

He is next heard from at the home 
of a well known white man named 
Dayis; He wentup tothe back door of the 
house and asked for a drink of water. He was 
told to go around in front tothe well. Inside 
the house sat Mr. Davis and a neighbor named 
Ferguson. After the stranger had taken his 
drink of water he was’ asked = into 
the house. The men were at 
once attracted by the Winchester and 
asked to be allowed toexamineit. He handed 
ittothem, but, as ne had done before, his 
hands rested on his hip pockets. He explained 

that the rifle was intended to shoot seventeen 
handred yards and would kill at one thousand 
#asily. 

"Who are you?’’ Mr. Davis asked. 

“lve been living in Pickens county, work 
ing at the marble works. [am on my way 
now to Marietta, and from there will go by the 
Marietta and North Georgia to the works.” 

He asked how far off the Cohuttah moun.

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BATEN BY AN ALLIGATOR. 
A Horrible Death Reported from Camden 
County, 

Brunswick, Ga., November .7.—[Special.] 
Last Tuesday a negro boy named Tom Wash- 
ington, of Camden county, was ca and 
eaten by an aliigator, It is without doubt the 
most horriole form of death that ever came to 
light in this section. Briefly summed up the 
story is as follows: Tom Washington, in 
company with his father and another negro, 
went fishing on the day in question to 
Dennis’ mill pond in South Carolina. 
After supplying themselves with a half 
boatload of the finny tribe, the party headed 
their boat for the landing. Just before start- 
ing, however, Tom was ordered to chavge from 
the prow to the stern of the boat. In attem pt- 
ing todo this he fell overboard. Before he 
could regain the boat a monster alligator arose 
to the surface and fastened his jaws about the 
boy’s body. The boy began to shriek and cry 
most pitifully, and called to his father for help. 
Human assistance, however, could avail noth- 
ing, and the boy was carried beneath tho 
waters, 

The two negroes then returned to the land- 
ing and told the story over the community, 
and, securing a party, they put back to the 
fatal scene. The men were all armed, and 
after reaching the spot, a little dog, brought 
along for the purpose, was thrown into the 
water asa bait for the alligator. Neo sooner 
did the dog strike the water than the monster 
made an attack upon it. At a given signal 
everybody fired upon the huge animal, killing 
him instantly. The alligator’s body was then 
taken ashore and cut open. In its entrails hu- 
man fiesh and clothing were found. 
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AFRICAN METHODIST CONFEKENCE 


The People of Washington Interested in 
sSishop Gaines, 

Wasuincton, Ga., November 7.—[Special.] 
The North Georgia conference of the African 
Methodist church met here on yesterday. 
Bishop Gaines presided, and many delegates 
are here. Bishop Gaines is a native of Wilkes 
county, having once belonged to Mr. Gabriel 
Toombs. He was a member of the white 
Metnodist church of Washington in ante- 
bellum times, and first learned the catechism 
in that Sunday school. He is much respeeted 
here, and the whites are a good deal interested 
in the conference. But the church in which 
it is held isa mile away fromthe central and 
business portion of the town, and it is the busi- 
ness season, so itis not essy toattend much. 
The conference spent yesterday morning re- 
ceiving reports of collections from the 
churches. Rey. Mr. Flipper, of Atlanta, was 
presont, aud reported among others. The con- 
ference was a little more disposed to move 
about and talk than a white body would be 
but the bishop brought his gavel down with 
athundering sound, and enforced order. and 
the respect and submission showed that there 
was no spirit of disorder- He was extremely 
careful about getting the money to the right 
committee, with proper vouchers and receipts, 
ae is very evidently an excellent man for his 
place. 

The conference is a body of fine-looking 
nogroes, nearly all tall, stout, with intelligent 
faces, and, especially, with clear resonant 
voices. Thenumberof mulattoes isa little 
above the per cent which is found in the gen- 
eral population, but much below the per cent 
found in the great negro schools. There was 
a Rev. Brother Emory present, who repre- 
sented their book business, He madean in- 
telligent address, but if you closed your eyes 
you would think you were listening to a white 
congregational preacher from New England. 
There was nothing incorrect, but simply an 
indefinable yankee accent, which always sounds 
odd from a negro. But Bishop Gaines, like 
us white Georgians. literate and illiterate, has 
a good, honest, wholesome, Georgia cracker 
accent, pleasant and home like to hear. He 
is an educated man—there was nothing un- 
grammatical or incorrect—only the accent, 
which every Georgian should cherish. 

The meeting is well attended, and weather 
beautiful.

2. The expulsion of A. P. Doyle and

The action of the board of judges will carry 
with it the expulsion and suspension of the 
above named parties from every race course 
operating under the rules of the American 
Trotting association. 

RESTRAINING A RAILROAD. 

Tue Constirution this morning mentioned 
the protest of Mrs. Mary Harvey against the 
Georgia Southern and Florida road closing up 
the alley running from Fifth street to her 
store on Fourth street. The case promises to 
be interesting. Colone] F. J. M. Daly, one of 
Mrs. Harvey’s attorneys, has been to Griffin 
and obtained a restraining order from Judge 
Roynton, as Judge Gustin is disqualified. 
Copies of the order have been served on the 
ofticials of the road. The hearing is set for 
the 21st instant at Griffin before Judge Boyn- 
ton. Mrs. Harvey’s attorneys are confident 
that they will obtain a permanent injunction. 
The case is attracting much attention. Mrs. 
Harvey’s attorneys deny the right of the road 
to close up the alley, but they do not deny that 
the road has the right to lay its tracks avross 
the alley. Members of the city council say 
they had no idea when the deed or contract 
between the city and road was signed that it 
gave to the road the privilege of obstruct— 
ing the alley way with houses, as is 
now the case, That part 
of the contract which grants this right reads: 
‘‘Whenever said track shall cross any of the 
streets or alleys of said city and any parts of 
the same, which may be interferred with by 
the construction of said track (excepting such 
portions of alleys as may be included in the 
yard or yards of said company), they shall be 
repaired and keptin repair by the railroad 
company, so that the public may easily and 
without unnecessary inconvenience travel upon 
and cross the same.’’ The Georgia Southern 
claims its right to close = the Harvey 
alley by the exception enclosed iu the paren- 
thesis above, towit: ‘‘excepting such portions 
of alleys as may be included in the yard or 
yards of said company.”’ The Harvey alley is 
included in the proposed yard of the company. 
A lively lawsuit is imminent. 

A DANGEROUS PLACE REPORTED.

The Virginia Victory. 

The republican organs and correspondents 
are already talking about democratic frauds 
In Virginia, and are doing their best to 
make political capital at the north while the 
matter is still fresh. 

They will have need to do their work 
rapidly, for the fact that Mahone has been 
literally snowed under by the votes of the 
white people of the Old Dominion is far 
more impressive than anything the disap- 
pointed politiciansand their hangers on can 
gpay—more convincing than any charges 
they can bring. 

The northern republican who is surprised 
at the result is simply ignorant of the situa- 
tion in Virginia, and whatever shock he may 
receive should be credited to his misinfor- 
mation. The only doubt about the result in 
Virginia was embodied in the fear that per- 
haps the farmers and the country people 
bad not had an opportunity of studying the 
Jogic of the situation as it would exist in 
that state under Mahone. All that was 
feared was apathy on the part of the whites 
in the face of the most serious danger that 
has threatened Virginia since the dreadful 
days of reconstruction. 

There is oue thing that the republican 
organs and their correspondents ought to 
bear in mind—namely, that republicanism 
cannot succeed in the south so long as the 
issues on which itis based are opposed to 
the best and dearest interests of the respon- 
gible people and property owners. 

With public sentiment thus united, the 
power of the administration, northern boo- 
dle, demagogy, bossism, Mahoneism, Quay- 
ism and Dudleyism all combined cannot 
prevail against it. When will the republi- 
can leaders come to understand this fact ? 


Light As a Magnetizer.

An Enthusiastic Editor. 
The New York Press, the morning after 
the election, remarks that the election results 


are very satisfactory. It puts up a big rooster 
for Ohio, and deports itself in a manner so 
gleeful and innocent as to almost disarm 
criticism. 

It is no make-believe business with the 
Press. The jovial and entbusiastic editor 
believes every word he says, and has no 
thought of the immense dish of crow which 
he will be compelled to cat later if he tells 
his readers the truth and gives them the 
news. Wednesday morning he says the re- 
sult is ‘‘eminently gratifying,’’? because ‘‘it 
shows that the republicans are holding their 
own manfully in the ‘off’ year,’’ and he 
goes on to remark that the republicans have 
carried five states and the democrats five, 


which would seem to be a fair and an equita- 
ble division. 

But what will this hopeful editor think, 
we wonder, when he is compelled to an- 
mounce to his readers that the democrats 
have succeeded in seven states and the re- 
publicans in only three? All that he can 
do is to point to the result in Pennsylvania, 
where the democrats have met their bi- 
ennial ‘*Waterloo.’’ 


The South Not Hurt. 
Commenting on a statement in the Mem- 
phis Avalanche to the effect that emigrants 
prefer Dakota, where the people are stary- 
ing, to the fertile south, where the climate 
is perfection and the people prosperous, the 
Indianapolis Journal remarks: 

The flower of the population of the northwest is 
somposed of people from New England and the 
ptates of New York, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 
Before, and directly after, the war a fewof them 
wentintothe south as settlers, and their experi- 
ence, as ostracized “poor white trash,” was not of 
such a nature as to encourage further migration in 
that direction. The letters they sent to friends at 
home were not rosy. The sturdy men who built up 
the west were poor, but they were proud of their 
free manhood. Itisnotstrange that the pioneer 
preferred the bleak prairies of Dakota, where hon- 
est poverty was respected, where it was no disgrace 
to work, and where every man was free to speak 
and vote as he thought best, te “the balmy south,” 
where he was morally certain to be looked upon 
with, contemptif he blacked his own boots, by a 
lazy and shiftless, albeit generous and brave, class 
ef swaggerers, by whom it was regarded as a crime 
to have been born on free soil, and where inde- 
pendence of political thought or action was pun- 
ished invariably with a boycott as complete as any 
ever known in Ireland, and sometimes with death 
itself. Lapse of time has softened these conditions 
somewhat, but not until the people of the south 
abolish them entirely can they expect the influx of 
morthern blood and northern enterprise which 
theirabundant wealth of natural resources would 
ptherwise attract. 


This is the old story revamped. It has 
been hawked about in the republican organs. 
ever since the fact became manifest that the 
south would not permit negro domination 
in the name of republicanism. It has as- 
sumed various shapes” and has embodied 
various slanders, but, looking back over the 
field, ~ve are assured that this sort of <cam- 
paign literature has done more damage to 
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sirable class of immigrants; but it is the 
idle capital and the frost-bitten immigrants 
that have suffered, and not thesouth. For, 
in spite of the slanders and misrepresenta- 
tions—as vile as were ever hatched in the 
hotbed of hate—the south has prospered 
and is prospering. No section of the coun- 
try has kept pace with her. A parallel to 
her progress cannot be found in the history 
of any other portion of the country, nor can 
the variety and extent of her resources be 
matched elsewhere on the glove. 

We are moved, therefore, by these con- 
siderations, and others that need not be 
dwelt on here, to ask the Indianapolis 
Journal who has been hurt by these slan- 
derous creations of sectional hate—northern 
emigrants and investors, or the people of 
the south? Wecan answer forthe south, 
and the answer is a plump one. This sec- 
tion is getting along just as well as the 
most enthusiastic could expect. Its pro- 
gress since 1880 has been almost incalcula- 
ble, and yet itis only at the beginning of 
an era of prosperous development that will 
be one of the marvels of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

It must be apparent to any sensible per- 
son that northern men who have allowed 
themselves to be bulldozed into remaining 
away from the south by the slanders of the 
republican organs have lost more than the 
sonth has lost.

GAMMON THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


Opening Exercises Yesterday—Address of 
Dr. Hammond. 

Gammon Theological Seminary opened for 
the regular work of the year on October 2 with 
the largest and finest body of ministers and 
candidates for the ministry in its history. . Yes- 
terday was the day set apart forthe seventh formal 
annual opening day, which is each year observed 
with exercises of special interest. 

At lla, m. aservice of prayer and consecration 
was held in the chapel of Gammon hall. It was 
an hour of deep religious interest participated in by 
professors and students, At 2:30 p. m. a great con-« 
gregation of students and visitors that completely 
filled the chapel gathered to hear the formal open- 
ing address by the Rey. Dr. E. W. 8. Hammond, of 
Covington, Ky. After singing— 

“Stand up, stand up for Jesus, 
Ye soldiers ofthe cross,’’ 
rayer was offered by Professor Murray. President 
“‘hirkield presided over the exercises, and spoke of 
the contrast between the opening of the seminary 
six years ago and the scene that greeted him to- 
day. Then a young professor met two students; 
now there are scores of students, a faculty of four 
professors, a spacious hall, a beautiful library build- 
ing and elegant residences for the professors, and 
twenty-seven graduates from a three years’ course 
of study are out bolding important positiousin a 
half dozen states. 

Dr. Hammond was then introduced, and spoke 
for an hour, holding the close attention of the en- 
tire audience by his eloguentand forcible; address. 
He said: 

There could be no more auspicious time for the 
inauguration of a system, and theelaboration of 
plans looking toward the uplifting of a race of peo- 
ple than now. 

The manifestation of a —_ spirit, the exercise of 
proper pedamont, and a keen appreciation of the 
tremendous issues involved, by those who po:sess 
the superior advantages which centuries of contact 
with the best culture and progress which Christian 
civilization bas affurded them, will be very heipful 
and potential agencies in tne preparation of the 
race for the great battle of life. 

The eternal destinies of unborn millions may de- 
pend upon the decision of this all important ques- 
tion. 

Almost all persons who have given this problem 
any consideration agree that one of the chief fea- 
tures in its solution is Christian education, 

Whatever differences of opinion exist us to its po- 
litical status, and the adjustment of its relation to 
the body politics, no one will deuy the tact that the 
moral status of the race must be elevated. 

I do not find fault with zealous friends who in 
their great desire to awaken public sympathy and 
interest have tuo frequently overlooked the true in- 
wardness of our condition, have presented only 
those phases of the question which might evoke 
admiration rather than profound pity. 

There are pi ases of life, habits, practices and 
other things Lorn of servitude, and which go to 
make upthe social anatomy of the race, which 
would seem incredible to other persons than oeur- 
selves, and which might well bring the blush of 
shame to the cheeks of whom, by indifference, if not 
downright opposition, have made it possible for the 
ee to bear upon its very face the impress of 

ath, 

The first duty of the leaders of the raceis the re- 
formation of its religious creed, aud the reconstruc- 
tion of its social anatomy aiterthe very highest and 
best models. No mere outline can give an adequate 
idea of this admirable address, 

The audience then adjourned to the campus in 
front of Gammon hall to witness the raising of a 
large American flag and the unfurling of the ban 
ner of the seminary, both of which were the gifts of 
Mr. EF. O, Fisk, of Boston. Asthe flag was raised 
the andience joined in a patrioiic song, after which 
the Rey. Dr. Hickman, the new and — presi- 
dent of Clark university, was introduced, and said: 

To a Christian and a patriot, the two most expres- 
sive symbols are the brass andthe flag, The one 
symbolizes our faith and our hopes; the other our 
homes and ourcountry. They are closely related 
in every American heart. Over the school that 
teaches the cross the flag ought to float. These 
things should be precious.to every minister of the 


The colored man does not ask to be put on top. 
= asks for a chance as a man—nothing more, noth 
ng less; and the man who understandseand loves 
the tenets that flag symbolizes will give hima 
chance as a man and a Citizen in this republic. 

We ought to be charitable in this sguthland, I 
have unloaded more prejudice thau most men can 
carry. If you will put yourself in the old slave- 
master’s place and move down the wonderful evo- 
lutiop of the last twenty-five years you will wonder 
atthe mighty change—the unparalleled transfor- 
mation. You can afford to be charitable, 

Remember me, “yankee soldiers’ looked if the 
face as brave soldiers as ever carried a musket, and 
@s many of them were as conscientious as we were. 
Side by side s'ccps the dead soidier of the north and 
the south. Do not stop to quarrel, but lay hold on 
the elements that make for Christian manhood. 

At the close of this strong and thrilling address, 
President Thirkield said that he-had long desireda 
distinction banner for the theological seminary that 
would convey to the eye ofthe siudents the same 
lessons that were presented in the classes; and that 
he had chosen a banner of white with a red cross, 
symbolizing purity through the blood of Christ. As 
the banner was then unfurled from the hall, the 
students aud others joined heartily in their battle 
hymn of the cross: 

“Tn the cross of Christ I glory, 
Towering o’er the wrecks ot time: 

All the light of sacred story 
Gathers round its head sublime.” 

Professor E. L. Parks, D. D., ve an address of 
great strength and fervor, forcibly presenting the 
ideas involved in the symbolism of the banner, 

Ali great movements and nations represent ideas, 
he argued. Ensigns embicmatic of these ideas are 
appropriate. Christianity is the greatest kingdom 
in the history of man, This red cross with the white 
background, signifying purity through the blood of 
Christ, is itsappropriate banner. The means used 
in establishifg and spreading this kingdom are 
symbolized by the red cro:s—the blood of Christ. 
It stands for the central factin the history of re- 
demption and man, the death ot Christ, more for 
the great principle of which the death of Christ is 
representative—a a as exalted, holy and 
et -rnal as God himself—ihe principle of selt-sacri-

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THE THIRD WARD 
INDORSES COLONEL W. HH. HULSEY 
FOR COUNCIL. 


A Lively Time on the Aldermanship— Messrs. 
Woodward and Moran Indorsed Under 
Varying Circumstances. 


There was a gathering of the clans in the 
third ward last night. 

And before the meeting was over a curious 
complication arose. 

The meeting was held at thestore of Bartow 
Allen, on Hunter street, and there was a fairly 
good attendance. It was known that the 
meeting was called for the purpose of discuss- 
ing possible candidates for aldermen and coun- 
cilmen, and a number of the most prominent 
ward leaders were on hand. 

Mr. Clarence Moore called the meeting to 
order, and moved that Mr. Hamilton Douglass 
act as chairman ; Mr, W. S. Adamson thought 
that Clarence Moore should act as secretary, 
and the meeting indorsed both suggestions. 

The chairman stated the object of the meet- 
ing, and then Clarence Moore read a series of 


resolutions which Dr, Collier handed him. 
These resolutions indorsed Hon. J. G. Wood- 
ward for alderman-at-large, and Colonel W. 
H. Hulsey for councilman to represent the 
third ward. 

Mr. J. J. Falvey moved to amend by add- 
ing the nameof Hon. P. J. Moran as a candi- 
date for alderman, indorsing Mr. Woodward 
and Mr. Moran jointly. ! 

Several substitutes were proposed, but all 
were withdrawn. 

The question recurring on Mr. Falvey’s 
amendment, a viva voce vote was taken and 
the chair announced that the amendment was 
carried. 

Mr. Moore obtained the floor and argued that 
the original motion should be adopted without 
the amendment. 

Mr. Falvey made a point of order that that 
had been settied and that debate was out of 
order; and after some discussion asked for the 
ruling of the chair. Chairman Douglass stated 
that Mr. Moore was in order. 

A division was called but the supporters of the 
Falvey amendment refused to vote, one 
ground that the maiter had already been 
settled and claiming that the chair had acted 
in violation of their rights. They then with- 
drew from the hall—thirty-two in all—and 
went to 219 Hunter street, where they con- 
tinued the meeting. This left twenty-nine in 
the original meeting place. 

After they had withdrawn, Mr. Moore intro- 
duced a resolution warmly indorsing Mr. Mo 
ran’s record inthe council. This was unani- 
mously adopted and the following commit- 
tee was appointed to draft resolutions setting 
forth the action of the meeting: Messrs. Ham- 
ilton Douglass, 8. W. Day, Bartow Allen, Ar- 
nold Broyles, Dr. Collier, Tom Minor, C. P. 
Johnson, Clarence E. Moore, W. 8S. Adamson, 
J. E. Campbell, Amos Baker, Fred Kalp 
and Henry Connally. . 

THE OTHER MERTING. 

Mr. John Gatins presided at the meeting at 
219 Hunter street. This meeting unanimously 
indorsed Mr. Moran and Mr. Woodard as can- 
didates for aldermen-at-large, and Colonel 
Hulsey for councilman. It was the sense of 


the meeting that there was cause for decided, 


indignation atthe rulings of the chairman of 
the previous meeting. 
THERE IS NO CONFLICT. 

‘There was a misunderstanding, but no con- 
flict,” was Mr. Douglass’s explanation of the 
two meetings. “The factis,a good many of 
us who are friends of both Mr. Woodward and 
Mr. Moran did not like the idea of 
adopting Mr. Falvey’s amendment befor6é we 
had indorsed Mr. Woodward, as that would 
look like putting Mr. Moran ahead of Mr. 
Woodward in the latter’s ward. The fact is 
we are for both.’’ 

AS TO THE RULING. 

‘‘Mr. Falvey,’’ said another gentleman who 
was present, “‘must have misunderstood the 
purport of Mr. Douglass’s decision. He said 
that the motion seemed to be adopted. 
Division was called for, and Mr. Douglass 
could not do otherwise than put the guestion 
again. He was simply acting within}the strict 
rules of parlimentarylaw.”’

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


New York, November 7.—The stock mar- 
ket again showed active business in the general list 
today, with trusts comparatively quiet, though the 
important movements of the day were in the latter. 
The news of the day was not of special importance, 
except the announcement of the decision in the 
case of the North River Sugar refinery, which was 
adverse to the trust, sustaining the previous decis- 
ion of Judge Barrett. The:e was a moderate 
amount of buying for outside centers, butthe ma- 
jority of the purchases had _ their origin 
here and reflected the improved feeling in 
the street over the easing up of money rates and 
confidence in the continuance of a plentiful supply 
from this time out. The whole list, with the excep- 
tion of coalers, showed a strong tone, and though 
affected adversely by weakness, in coalstocks at no 
time displayed weakness. Trusts, to a large ex- 
tent, have ceased to have influence upon shares in 
the regular list, and the decline in sugar today met 
with little or no response outside of other trust 
shares. Weakness in coalers, however, did have 
‘an influence and served to check the advance 
in the early portion of the day, though the reaction 
amounted to fractional amounts only. Louisville 
and Nashville and Missouri Pacific were prominent 
‘both for activity and strength, and Tennessee coal 
Was a feature among the speciaities, and it again 
touched 62, retaining most of the improvement at 
‘the close. The market closed fairly active and 
strong at the close to best prices. Sugar is down 
2% tonight, and Jersey Central 2 per cent, but 
other changes are nearly all in the direction of 
higher prices, and Tennessee coal rose 1% and 
Michigan Central 1 per cent, while others are for 
fractional amounts. Sales aggregated 280,000 shares.

Clews & Co.'s circular on the cotton market today 
says: The bulis had their inningin the cotton mar- 
ket today, and they were not slow in taking advan- 
tage of anything which appeared on the surface 
which would aid them in marking up values. As 
all the news receivod from Liverpool and the south 
was favorable to the bull element, the bears were 
left without resources with whioh to fight an ad- 
vance, and consequently they were forced to go 
with the current, Instead of Liverpool opening 
easier in sympatby with our decline yesterday, as 
was generally expected it would, that market 
showed a firm undertone, opening at 1- 64d advance, 
which was maintained at the close. This, in itself, 
was sufficient to inspire the bulls with confidenee, 
and our market opened firmer with buyers at 8 points 
advance around. Cold, rainy weatber south with 
some reports of threatened snow in northern Texas, 
and the arrival of Ellison's bullish circular from 
Liverpool scared the weak shorts badly, and the 
heavy buying which developed after the first call 
was continued up to the ®lose of the market, which 
was firm at top*prices for the day, the loss of yester- 
day being more than fully recovered. One of the 
features of the day’s business was the free circula- 
tion of delivery notices on November contracts, 
which prevented this option from advancing in 
proportion to the rest of the list. The total sales 
for the day were 123,200 bales. Spot cotton was in 
fair demand at unchanged prices with sales of 411 
bales, The southern markets were generally quiet 
and steady.

eiE GOFERNOR HEVUSES THE 
PRAYER FOR COMMUTATION, 

Yann Attemp' ed Scicicde in the Jall at Rome 

When He Heard the News~He Hangs at 


Noon. 

Governor Gordon decided yesterday that the 
law required Pig Vann's death, : 

In accordance with the orders issued when 
the reprieve was granted, last Thursday, Vann 
was taken yesterday evening from Kome to 
Summerville, and at high noon today the trap 
will be sprang and the leap into eternity will 
‘be made. | 

The condemned man’s friends and his coun- 
se] have left no means untried to save his life. 
A final effort in his behalf was made yestecr- 
fay, and it was only after the governor’s writ- 
ten refusal to interfere was placed in their 
hands that they abandoned hope and returned 
to Summerville. 

Yosterday morning Mr. Seab Wright, Judge 
Bellah.of Summerville, Mr.Glenn,of Chattooga 
sounty, Judge Angus Wright and the con- 
demned man’s spiritual adviser called at the 
gapitol. Governor Gordon granted them all 
the time they required to state their case, and 
for two hours they plead for Vann’s life. 

Finding that the claim advanced last week, 
that new evidence had been _ se- 
cured, could not be _ substantiated, 
they strove for a commutation of sentence. 
They also presented a petition for the commu- 
tation of Vann’s sentence, which was signed 
by Judge Maddox, both the present and for- 
mer solicitor-generals, part of the jury who 
convicted him and some of the county officials. 

Governor Gordon refused to give any answer 
antil he had carefully looked over the 
evidence and considered the matter thor 
oughly. The committee of gentlemen left him 
and for an hour and a half he remained alone 
in his room, considering if it were possible to 
commute Vann’s sentence, andatthe same 
time uphold the dignity of the law. 

He decided tinally that the claim for newly 
discovered evidence was not sufliciently 
founded on facts or important, to warrant his 
interference with the judgments which had 
been rendered by both the superior and su- 
preme courts. The governor, 
his decision, placed it in an envelope which he 
addressed to Mr. Seaborn Wright. He left 
the document to be delivered when the com- 
mittee returned, and left the capitol. 

Although the committee had almost lost 
hupe they were considerably affected when 
their worst fears were made certanties. 

When Covernor Gordon reprieved Vann for 
a week his order read that should no further 
potice be given, he was to be taken to Summ- 
erville and executed today. It was therefore 
unvecessary for any further communication 
with the authorities. At Mr. Wright’s re- 
quest, however, Judge Nisbet sent the fol- 
lowing telegram: 
8’ ATLANTA, Norember 7, 1889.--S. J. Worsham, 
Rome jail, Rome: Commutation iu Vann case re- 
fused, execiune the sentence of the court. 

Vann Attempts Suicide. 

Romer, Ga., November 7.—[Special.]—This 
afternoon information reached thecity thatthe 
governor had refused to commute the sentence 
of Pig Vann. Shortly afterwards Vann- was 
apprised of the fact. Several friends had bid- 
den him goodbye, and he asked to be. left 
alone for a few moments. His request 
was granted. In a few minutesf[ Jailer 
Moore entered the cell, and to his hor- 
ror fonnd that Vann had cut bis 
throatin two places with a small penknife. 
The blood tlowed copiously. Physicians were 
summoned, who sewed up the wounds and 
pronounced them not fatal, but very serious. 
It was now 2 o’clock, and Vann was placed in 
a hack with his throat bound upin cloths, and 
conveyed to the depot of the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus railroad. He reached 
Summervitle this afternoon and will be hung 
tomorrow. A great crowd followed him to the 
depot, and much sympathy was manifested for 


him.

THE SENATE HAS ONLY FIFTY 
BILLs LaYIT 


And It Passed Sixty-Five Yesterday—Ad- 
journment Saturday if the Lease Bill 
Can Be Perfected. 


The senate passed sixty-five bills yesterday, 
and only about fifty remain tobeacted on. Several 
bills were acted on by concurring or disagreeing to 
house amendments. 

At the time of adjournment there were twenty- 
five bills on the accretary’s desk, and it is estimated 
that there are twenty to twenty-five in the hands of 
committees to come in tommorrow. 

The senate can easily get through all its business 
and act on every bill by noon Saturday, if the lease 
bill does not take up much time. 

If the conference committee comes toan agree- 
ment that the two houses can accept, the legislature 
can get through and go home Saturday. 

There were several bills of more or less import- 
ance among the sixty-five, and there were several 
short discussions noticed below. 


The Conference Report. 

The report of the conference committee on 
the lease bill came in as the first business. 

lt showed that the committees of the house and 
senate were unabie to agree and asked to be 
charged. 

On motion of Senator Harris, chairman of the 
senate comiitice, the report was adopted and the 
committee discharged. 

Senator Bartlett then moved to appoint a commit- 
tee of three, and ask the house to do the same. SThe 
motion was carried, and Svnators Shannon, Altord 
and Hall were appointed by the president. 

Very soon the message announcing the ap- 

intment of a committee of five, and, on Senator 

artlott’s motion, Messrs, Trammell and Sanford 
were added to the senate committee, 

Mr. Snelson’s bill to relieve farmers of the 
general require ment of tagging fertilizers failed 
to pass, It was defeated on the ground that it was 
unnecessary as the law now does not require farm- 
ers to tag home-made fertilizers, 


Senator Jones's resolution for sine die ad- 
journment at noon, Saturday, was unavimously 
adopted and immediately sent to the house. 

President du Bignon’s bill to preserve to the 
legal representatives of deceased persons the right 
of action in cases “ex de licto” remedies a defect 
in our law to which several unsuccessful attempts 
have been directed in former legislatures. 

The house amenéments agreed to by the senato 
yestereay carries the principle somewhat further 
than the original bill, This measure will put with- 
in reach of the widows, those who have sustained 
personal damages, as in railroad accidents,a chance 
to go on, and reach the remedy which the law con- 
templated, even afler the piaintiff has died pend- 
ing the action. 


The Catoosa Springs Rallroad. 


The Catoosa Springs railroad charter came 
up with an adverse report. Senator McCollum be- 
inv absent, Senator Bartlett urged that the bill be 

ead a second time, in order that it might have a 
chance to go on ils passage, He said chis legislature 
had not refused to charter a aailroad go far, ‘and this 
wus merely to chartera railroad three miles long 
from the Catoosa springsto the Western and At- 
lantic railroad. Those people when the streams 
were up were cut off from the Western and Atlantic 
railroad for days. The committee bad made an ad.« 
verse report because the bill gave the Catoosa rail- 
road the right to use the right of way of the Western 
and Atiantic railroad fora half mile. He said the 
Georgia Pacific had used six miles of the Western 
and Atiantic railroad’s right of way. He moved to 
disagree to the report, 

Senator Rice said the railroad committee could 
not see their way clear toallow this railroad to go 
throuyh the gap of the mountain on the State road's 
right of way,so that the State road cou!d not double- 
track itself wheneverit gotready. He asked that 
the bill be recommitted. 

Senator Hall swggested that a proviso be put on 
thatthe road should be removed trom the right of 
way of the Western and Atlantic railroad whenever 
the state needs it. 

Senator Rice said this would be satisfactory, and 
the adverse report was disagreed to and the bill read 
a second time. 


The sealper’s bill came up with an adverse report 
and Senator Rice moved that it be recomimitted. 

Senator Whitfield said the bill had been twice 
considered and adversely reported by the general 
judiciary commitiee. 

Senator Bartlett said the bill had been returned 
to the house after the adverse report on the request 
of the auther that it be withdrawn. How it got 
back he did not know. Hesubmitted that it was 
not properly here. The chair said the bill had 
rather a unique career, but he would submit the 
maitertothe senate. « 

The adverse report of the committee was agreed 
to by a vote of 22 to 7, and the bill was lost. 


Adjournment and the Lease Bill. 


The resolution toadjourn at noon on Satar- 
day is on the table. 

The senate did not like the house’s amendment, 
which provided that the lease bill should have 
passed the general assembly. Senator Bartlett 
moved to disagree to that amendment. He was as 
anxious as anyone to see the lease bill passed, but 
this proviso for an adjournment was unusual, 

Senator Rice said the lease bill was the most im- 
portant matter before the general assembly, and he 
wouid stay here till the blossoms come aguin rather 
than let it fail. 

Senator Boyd was afraid to yote on either side of 
the motion. He thought it would embarrass the 
conference committee; and therefore he moved to 
lay the resolution on the table. It was tabled.
